By way of calling attention to a 
peculiarly Philatelic bit of conven- 
tion entertainment, let me tell you 
of one of the outstanding items of 
the S. P. A. Convention Entertain- 
ment. 

The guests and members were 
taken to the spacious. building 
owned by the American Antiquari- 
an Society, situated on the corner 
of Salisbury Street and Park Ave- 
nue, diagonally opposite the Salis- 
bury Park in Worcester. 

Historically, this Society build- 
ing is notable. The Society was 
founded by Isaiah Thomas in 1812. 
Probably one of the first (if not 
the first) societies intended to pre- 
serve the history and documents of 
the country. Later the Society be- 
came not only American, but Pan- 
American in its scope, and now 
covers in many lines, the historic 
data of both North and South 
America. 


Isaiah Thomas was quite a his- 
toric figure in New England, and 
perhaps a few of his notable ef- 
forts are not out of place. A print- 
er by trade, and one of the first 
anti-British writers in Boston, he 
was driven from Boston to Worces- 
ter where he printed his paper 
“The Worcester Spy” under cover 
for a time. He owned the first 
printing press in Worcester Coun- 
ty. He announced and read to the 
people, from a spot now marked 
in front of the City Hall, (then 
Meeting House steps) the Declara- 
tion of Independence. He was

Worcester’s first postmaster, and 
the visitors saw his commissions. 

Thomas printed the first Greek 
Bible issued in America, and 
doubtless owned the first Greek 
type. He published a History ef 
Printing about 1800, and many 
children’s and school books as well. 
Thomas in founding the Society, 
gave his private library (one of 
the best in the country) to the So- 
ciety, and his two private book 
plates, one of which is very scarce, 
were designed and engraved by 
Paul Revere of Boston. 

To go back to the visit:—The 
members were shown the first 
known copy of the Millbury, on 
cover; the earliest known Post- 
mark of Worcester, 1792, used by 
Thomas as Postmaster. A straight 
line cancel. A very complete col- 
lection of “Encased postage 
stamps” of the Civil War period, 
and a collection of several thou- 
sand Civil War “Patriotics”, used 
and unused. Other additions to 
local and Massachusetts postal his- 
tory were added to the display by 
members of the Worcester Club. 

The Society holds may thousand 
philatelic items, some of which are 
yet uncatalogued. The major part 
of these are post marked “before 
stamp” covers, a large lot of 
Washington’s correspondence’ to 
various Worcester families, and 
historic manuscript letters from 
notables living in Worcester and 
the County. 


In its eleven miles of shelving 
the Ameritan Antiquarian Society 
houses about 13,000 volumes of 
American newspapers, 40,000 im- 
prints of American books prior to 
1820, 10,000 American almanacks, 
16,000 American maps, and some 
eighteen other collections of ma- 
terial, including the library of Cot- 


ton Mather (or the Mathers), 
25,000 American book plates and a 
few other less important docu- 
mentary collections. In all over a 
half million items. 

The Society was located in 
Worcester primarily “because it 
was away from the seacoast and 
not likely to naval attacks and 
raids”. 

The current active list of officers 
includes ex-President Calvin Cool- 
idge as President. and Clarence 
Brigham as Librarian. To the lat- 
ter and his staff we owe a vote of 
thanks and the visitors saw a very 
fine effort toward a comprehensive 
display of accumulated historic 
documents of this area now in the 
middle of its Tercentenary Cele- 
bration. 

That these things were worth 
looking at, even in a short visit, 
you will admit. But you will also 
agree that such a mental treat is 
well worth going to a Convention 
for, if nothing else is presented. 
In the case of the S. P. A. attend- 
ants this was but a part of the 
entertainment.

The General von Steuben com- 
memorative is now in the hands of 
collectors, and the concensus of 
opinion seems to be that while it is 
somewhat of an improvement on 
recent emissions, yet it leaves much 
to be desired.

suing commemoratives, it does not 
make each one a real work of art. 
Certainly we are the exception in 
that respect, as other countries 
have issued some classics of color 
and design. Witness the recent 
Belgian three kings issue, the 
Spanish Goyas (yes, I mean ex- 
actly that!) and the Italian Ferruci 
issue.

DEATH OF 
GUSTAVE C. CUENOD 
A.P.S. 1266, S.P.A. 296, T.P.A. 2 


On September 22, 1930, philately 
lost one of its oldest members, a 
staunch devotee of the hobby, Mr. 
Gustave C. Cuenod, who had at- 
tained the grand old age of 80 
years, 11 month and 13 days. Mr. 
Cuenod was born in Vevey Corsier, 
Switzerland, October 9, 1849. He 
was a former member of the Swiss 
Parliament and a veteran of the 
Franco-Prussian War. He came to 
the United States in 1891, moving 
to Galveston in 1896, where he re- 
sided until death. He was in the 
business of insurance and real es- 
tate, until about six years ago 
when he retired from active busi- 
ness. Mr. Cuenod was for years 
Secretary of the local French So- 
ciety. 

Mr. Cuenod’s activities in phila- 
tely were many. He was Secretary 
for the Texas Philatelic Society for 
many years, also held the offices 
of Vice-President, Trustee, Direc- 
tor, etc. He was for many years 
International Secretary of .the 
American Philatelic Society, also 
International Secretary of the 
Southern Philatelic Society, and 
until just a year or two ago was 
International Secretary of the So- 
ciety of Philatelic Americans. He 
has collected since 1865. 

His collection is exceptionally 
strong in stamps of his old coun- 
try — Switzerland. He collected 
stamps of all countries and many 
fine stamps are found in his col- 
lection. No collector ever derived 
more genuine pleasure from stamps 
than did Mr. Cuenod, especially 
during his last eight or ten years. 
His collection formed practically all 
of Mr. Cuenod’s work and knowing 
him intimately I know it was a 
great pleasure to him. 

Mr. Cuenod is survived by his 
wife, six sons, six daughters and 
many grandchildren and_ great 
grandchildren.

NEW T. A. T. MAIL ROUTE 





In addition to the recently an- 
nounced Southern Transcontinental 
Air Mail Route the contract has 
been let for the route running from 
New York City through Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh, Columbus, Indian- 
apolis, St. Louis, Kansas City and 
thence westward to Los Angeles. 
Definite information as to the ex- 
act cities on the western end of the 
route was not available when this 
was written. 

The contract for this route has 
been awarded to the _ T.A.T.- 
Maddux lines in conjunction with 
Western Air Express. 

It is announced that the flights 
will begin October 15th. It is the 
intention of the contractors to 
make this route a mail and pas- 
senger route as well as to handle 
express matter. Already, T. A. T. is 
flying passengers from Columbus, 
Ohio, to the West Coast. Pas- 
senger service will be continued 
east to New York. 

It is the plan to operate both 
passenger and mail planes. On such 
days as passenger service is con- 
sidered unsafe, the mail will be 
transported by smaller planes but 
when passenger service can be car- 
ried on, mail will be transported 
on the same planes. 

T. A. T. passenger service out of 
Columbus to Los Angeles has been 
in effect for several months with 
a very high percentage of efficiency 
and it is believed that with the 
mail contract handled by the same 
company that a great advance in 
practical service can be given. | 

Collectors who are interested in 
first flight covers on this route 
should rush their covers to the 
postmasters in the various cities 
on the route as a cachet will be 
supplied by the government for 
each of the various cities. Send 
covers direct to postmasters at dif- 
ferent cities. 


PERFORATED POSTAL CARDS

ABYSSINIA 


Her Majesty, Woizero Manen, 
wife of the new emperor, will cease 
to be queen and become empress 
upon the coronation of her hus- 
band, Haille Selassie the First, on 
November 2nd. Up to April of 
this year, while the old Empress 
Zaoditou was still living, the king 
was co-ruler with his mother, the 
empress. During that time Woizero 
Manen was merely queen and as 
such was out-ranked by her moth- 
er-in-law and lived a life of quiet 
retirement. The coronation cere- 
mony next month will be her real 
coming-out party. The new postal 
series is expected to appear about 
that time. 


ALBANIA 


In spite of official denials it is 
now known beyond question that 
King Zog is a dying man and can 
not live much longer. A fatal or- 
ganic disease has been afflicting 
him for some time, and the end is 
very near. Albanian official circles 
are much perturbed about the po- 
litical possibilities of the situation. 
The just-issued and fine set of 
postage stamps chronicled else- 
where in this issue may have a 
very short life indeed in event of 
the king’s death. 


FRANCE 


The “Semaine Americaine” 
(American Week) which marked 
the close of the summer season 
was such a _ pronounced success 
that the French are already mak- 
ing plans for a bigger and better 
one next year. Their plan is to 
attract in every possible way tour- 
ists and visitors from both North 
and South American continents. 
This may possibly lead to the issu- 
ance of special stamps such as 
were issued for the American Le- 
gion convention in Paris three 
years ago. 


IRAQ 


The Kurds of Mesopotamia are 
much aroused over the proposed 
treaty between Iraq and Great 
Britain since their own rights are 
not mentioned in it. They desire 
that Feisal, king of Iraq, be also 
titled “King of Kurdistan’, as they 
consider that their greatest free- 
dom lies in that direction. There is 


also a strong possibility that a 
separate Kurdish state may be es- 


tablished. Both possibilities would 
mean new postage stamps of 
course. 
PERU 
Lieut. Col. Sanchez Cerro is 
proving to be an_ exceedingly 


strong man in the self-assumed po- 
sition of military dictator of Peru. 
The supreme power of the republic 
under the military junta of Gen. 
Manuel Ponce lasted just an hour 
after the arrival via airplane of 
Cerro. The Colonel is not seeking 
glory nor public attention, but 
strange to say is attending strictly 
to the business of administrating 
the affairs of state in a just and 
impartial way. In the absence of 
any unforseen misfortune Peru 
will probably benefit greatly by the 
sudden change which has taken 
place. The possibilities of an 
overprint on current stamps is evi- 
dent. 


ROUMANIA 


According to press reports King 
Carol is so absorbed with affairs of 
state that even the coronation cere- 
mony, slated for this fall, has been 
postponed until next May 10th, 
Roumania’s independence day. The 
new issue of stamps will not be 
postponed, however, according to 
latest news, but will be issued in 
the course of the next few weeks. 


SPAIN 


Another monarchy will go the 
way of all others if the huge and 
rapidly increasing Republican 
party of Spain has its way. 
great crowd of 20,000 persons at- 
tended a mass meeting in the 
Madrid bull ring September 28th 
and heard with orderly attention 
some of Spain’s greatest orators 
state the cause of the Republic. 
This change would not be surpris- 
ing, as the trend of national gov- 
ernment is all towards the repub- 
lican form. Such an event here 
would certainly cause a drastic 
change in the postal emissions of 
the nation. 


TURKEY 


Fethi Bey, recently elected head 
of the liberal party in the senate 





at Angora, states that one of his 
first objectives will be to petition 
Kemal Pasha, the strong ruler of 
Turkey, to allow himself to be 
elected president for life by a na. 
tional plebiscite. Kemal will com- 
plete his second four-year term as 
president in 1931, and has proved 
one of the great men of all time. 
Such an event would mean a com- 
memorative series of great scope, 
and probably of considerable beau- 
ty, as recent Turkish stamps have 
been very well designed and exe. 
cuted.

GOOD BYE HI-VALUES 





Effective October Ist, postage on 
foreign parcel post packages may 
be paid by impressions or Im 
prints from postage stamping ma- 
chines. The impressions or im- 
prints on the packages will indi- 
cate the amount of postage as well 
as the country in which the parcel 
was mailed. This order will mean 
the elimination of many high 
stamp values in the International 
Mails as it is evident that the or- 
der embraces International Postal 
Union Countries and has_ been 
adopted by the United States, 
many other countries already hav- 
ing adopted the plan. 
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Straight Edge Stamps 


There was comment in Linn’s 
Weekly several weeks ago about 
the “lowly straight edge”, in which 
a correspondent asks what objec- 
tion is there to a “straight edged 
stamp, when a stamp with two or 
four straight edges brings a high- 
er price?” 

We should like to inform this 
correspondent as well as others in- 
terested in this perennial subject 
for discussion, that within the past 
two years there has been developed 
a cult among stamp collectors 
which prizes straight edges. 


I refer to the side line of Minia- 
ture Plating, possible with both 


arrows, 1 initial, 8 single straight 
edges, and 7 perforated on four 
sides. (The plate numbers must be 
identical in the 8 positions). 

The above illustrates the posi- 
tions in the complete plate of 36 
specimens. Plate numbers occur at 
Nos. 2, 5, 7, 12, 25, 30, 32, and 35. 
There is an engraver’s initial at 
No. 31 or No. 36. The balance of 
the positions are obvious. 

Mount your specimen on blank 
album sheets, a plate to a sheet. 

Precancel collectors go after this 
idea strong because so many varie- 
ties of one stamp may be secured 
and worked up, but it is not limited 
to them exclusively. Regular post- 
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regular postage and with precan- 
cels. 

When the Government prints 
either flat plate or Rotary stamps 
they come off the press in sheets 
of 400 subjects with a guide line, 
vertical and horizontal, dividing 
them into 4 panes. 

The task of Miniature platers is 
to find one specimen of each type 
in each of these 4 panes. It takes 
36 stamps to get each of these 
types. The types on a flat plate 
stamp are as follows: 4 double 
straight edges, 8 plate numbers, 8

WOULD PUT “ADS” ON 
POSTAGE STAMPS 





An Associated Press item from 
Washington, D.C., under date of 
September 22, carries the above 
heading in a newspaper clipping 


from Harry Marlow of Warren, 
Ohio. 
“The sale of space upon postage 


stamps to private interests for ad- 
vertising purposes was suggested 
by Representative Celler, Demo- 
crat, New York, as a_ possible 
means of eliminating the postal 
deficit without raising the postage 
rates on first class mail. 


“Expressing opposition to Post- 
master General Brown’s proposal 
for a rate increase of a half cent 
an ounce on sealed letters, the New 
Yorker in a letter to the Post- 
master-General said the increase 
‘will not meet with any hearty re- 
sponse in Congress’.” 

Representative Celler’s idea is by 
no means new for what stamp col- 
lector does not remember the New 
Zealand issue of 1874 with its va- 
ried advertisements printed on the 
backs of the stamps. A more recent 
example was the Italian issues of 
a few years ago with advertising 
on the face of the sheets. 


The idea is not impractical and 
doubtless if handled in a sane busi- 
ness like manner, would possibly 
go a long way toward wiping out 
the postal deficit that is worrying 
Mr. Brown. 

The innovation would be a novel 
one and one that would cause a 
great amount of interest among 
stamp collectors for should such a 
plan be put into operation in this 
country there would immediately 
spring up an army of specialists 
who would attempt to plate sheets 
by the advertisements on the backs 
of the stamps and the stamp trade 
would absorb an enormous number 
of unused sheets which would go 
unbroken into collections of these 
collectors who could afford the 
luxury of complete sheets.
